Mr Barrick's army career In the ' 
war between the &iates, bears a mark 
of unselfish and sacrificial aim.

the month of Oct. 1SG4, he stepped 
Into tho room of his uncle. Nicholas ] 
Storm, volunteering as a substitute in 
Company 78. .Regiment of Omo Vet- 
erans Infantry. His certificate of hon- 
orable discharge, issued from Louis- 
jville, Ky., bears this commendable no- 
tation: "No objection to his being en- 
lihted is known, to exist" His Grand 
jvrmy of tne Republic 
membership i 
was held in the James Cooper Post at' 
Keene. He Is at least among the very 
last of Jhe survivors of this post, as 
he was among the last of tue old vet- 
erans, and the last of his father's fain-1 
iiy.Just as the war clouds were lifted I 
to reveal the sun of his full-blooming 
life, in the tall of 1866, he took to wife 
a Miss Susan Ames. There came to 
bless the home of this united couple, 
four children, two sons and two daugh-1 
ters. These from eldest to youngest 
are Mrs Daniel Geese, Fresno; Henry 
M Barrick of Crooked Run near Ros- 
coe, and Airs.

Junkerism In England 


A 


S in the case of our own revolution and the even's leading up 


to it Englishmen were the severest critics of the stupid 


policy of King George III and hi* reactionary advisers, so in 
Ireland's plight today the Irish themelves are not able to use 
language more drastically condemnatory of England's twentieth 
century stupidity than are modern Englishmen. 


In her administration of dependcies England has for the 


most part been the most enlightened and the foremost govern- 
ment in the world, ancient or modern. She has a long list of 
successes to her credit—and a few of the worst failures. 
Her 


experience with our own thirteen original colonies seemed to 
have been a lasting lesson. Ireland, too, has proved an excep- 
tion to her usual happy management of dependcies. 
^ 


A number of her eminent men in and out of parliament 


have not minced words in dealing with the Irish situation. Shaw, 
Wells, Neilson and others have plainly pictured the mistakes the 
imperial government has made even under so democratic a lead- 
er as Lloyd George. And now comes A. G. Gardiner, eminent 
publicist and late editor of The London Daily News who pro- 
nounces an impassioned criticism of misrule in Ireland that will 
be quoted from one end of Ireland to the other. 


He declares that what is now being done in that unhappy 


island is "the greatest iniquity ever perpetrated in the name of 
the British Government"—a statement of such far-reaching 
scope that only those familiar with pome former dark pages in 
the British history would be equipped to enter dissent. 


He says that not even during the most disastrous crises of 


the war did so heavy a shadow hang over the nation as hangs 
ndw. "Not since the corrupt days of George II," says Mr. 
Gardiner, "has Parliament been so degraded, \so out of touch 
with the better minds of the country." Coming from one whose 
Knowledge of the conduct of the English press must be accurate 
and extensive, his statement -that the newspapers are under 
some hidden control devoted to propaganda misrepresenting 
Ireland is not to be ignored. 
An obvious parallel between Cuba and Ireland is drawn 


by Mr. Gardiner and rests on more than a series of superficial 
resemblances. 
In both islands, vital industrial intetests were long sacri-' 


ficed to a selfish element influential with the governing classes 
of a counti'y asserting overlordship. 
Generations of the in- 
habitants of both were victims of crass misgovern™ ent. In both, 
ruling officials, sometimes with good, sometimes with execrable, 
intentions, alternately saddened the people and roused them to 
.desperation by incredible blunders. 
It may be significant that the'British, experiencing the diffi- 


culty of subjugating an almost united people, as the Spanish 
experienced it in Cuba, have decided on the device of recon 
centrado camps which is of evil memory not alone for Cuba but 
for the world. One reconcentrado camp has already been 
established in Ireland. At any rate, it will be remembered that 
it was darkest just before dawn in Cuba—that a policy of re- 
prisal and murder and starvation under the pretense of restor- 
ing law and order was the immediate prelude to the coming of 
perpetual relief. If the British Weyler has not yet appeared, 
several officials seem to be qualifyingjor his functions. 


British iunkerism seems just now to be having one' of its 


most successful and least opposed innings. We do not need Mr. 
Gardiner to tell us that the juiikers constitute only a small 
minority of the English and British people. We know that. We, 
know the fine traditions of free government which orginated 
Among those people and which spread to all the world. 


But we know, moreover, that the British junkers are high- 


placed and'have always wielded an influence out of proportion 
to their numbers; that at what seems to be regularly recurring 
intervals in history, they gain the upper hand, and that during 
those intervals they regularly perpetrate acts that bring shame 
and scorn to the British name, cause a distrust and detestation 
which more representative ministries have found hard to re- 
move, and give rise to most of the troubles from which the Brit- 
ish nation has suffered. British junkers are not more to be tol- 
erated than Spanish junkers and German junkers, whom they 
eo closely resemble. 
. 
. 
This present recrudescence of British junkerism is the more 


anachronistic and mystifying because it follows a great war of 
holy profession, in -uhich it was hoped that junkerism every- 
where would be wiped out forever.

_ There are severalj'hold over" meas- 
ures on the ser>at<T~cale:iclar intended 
to protect, American industries from 
the extensive importation of surgical 
instruments, optical glass, laboratory 
glassware, and porcelain ware, shell 
and pearl buttons, and other articles 
in which the Japanese became pro- 
ficient during the world war. 


Japan can undersell the American 


manufacturers in some instances by 25 
percent it was stated. It is the pur- 
pose of Senator Watson, Republican,
